STAID 8ENATOES 


th* Ore»t- 
•••fa Through Work During 


e»t Confnalon. 


Washington, March 4. — Excitement, 


confusion, heavy strain and hard work 
have fiharaoterlzed this, the last legis- 
lative day of the Fifty-fifth congress, 
In the senate. At times the confusion 
•was so great in this usually decorous 
bodr aa to reader the transaction of 
business almost impossible. Business 
that ordinarily would have the un- 
divided attention of every senator on 
the floor was transacted amid so much 
noise that it was next impossible to 
follow the proceedings. 


Towards the close order was being 


evolved from the seeming chaos of tha 
early part of the day and night, and 
tbe prospect was fair that congress 
would adjourn at noon with all neces- 
sary work completed. 


When the senate convened at -11 a. m. 


it faced the task of considering two of 
the great appropriation bills, those for 
the army and for supplying the gen- 
eral deficiencies. 
The former carriea 


appropriations amounting to $80,000,- 
•00, and the latter about $20,000,000. 
With a determination to complete the 
appropriation bills, the senate began 
Immediately at 11 a. m. to consider 
these measures and at 8 p. m. the army 
bill was passed, the deficiency bill hav- 
ing passed nearly three hours before. 


A conference report on the Alaska 


criminal code bill was presented and 
agreed to. 


A partial report on the sundry civil 


appropriation bill was agreed to, hut 
tie Inability of the senate conferees 
to secure an agreement on the Ha- 
•wmlian cable proposition created a 
heated discussion, in the course of 
which Speaker Reed was alluded to in 
uncomplimentary terms. 


When the river and harbor confer- 


ence report -was presented a debate 
upon the recession of the senate con- 
ferees from the senate amendment pro- 
viding for reservoirs to irrigate arid 
lands at the headwaters of the Mis- 
souri river was precipitated by the ad- 
vocates of the proposition. An effort 
was made to recommit the bill to the 
conferees, but it failed owing to an 
impassioned speech by Senator Pryu, 
who submitted the report. 


The debate continued nearly all 


night. 


llalley's Explanation, 


Washington, March 4.—Mr. Bailey 


gave the following statement of his 
attitude for refusing to stand for the 
leadership of the Democrats in the next 
house: 
"I want it distinctly under- 


stood that I am not actuated by any 
feeling of pique or personal disappoint- 
ment; but I am proceeding purely 
upon the idea that as a large number 
of the Democrats are unwilling to in- 
sist upon an obedience to a perfectly 
plain provision 
of the constitution, 


they ought not to be made responsible 
for the leadership of a man who be- 
lieves that the constitution Is the su- 
preme law of tha land and ought to be 
obeyed at all times and by all men. 
1 would raise the same question again, 
and I will raise it as often( as It pre- 
sents itself, but when I raise It from 
my place in tho ranks of the party I 
must take tho rosponsibllity and othors 
will not bo comp&Uod to share the re- 
sponsibility with me. I believe that 
the Democrats who voted to allow 
these military appointees of the presi- 
dent to retain their seats in congress 
greatly mistake the sentiments of their 
Democratic constituents. It is utterly 
impossible for me to believe that any 
man in this country is more popular 
with the Democratic masses than the 
constitution, a reverence for which has 
been the chief article of our faith.

regret the vote almost beyond ex- 
pressjon because I doubt It with that 
precedent established any appointee of 
the president will ever again be denied 
a right to sit in the house of repre- 
sentatives."
